Not even in Germany, where militarism
flourished, is the military hero resorted to
as the savior of his country.

And in America the suggestion of
General Pershing for the presidency has
aroused no enthusiusm.

The one outstanding figure of the war
on whom attention in America iz con-
centrating is Herbert Hoover, 2 man whao
had no direct connection with military
operations, but was occupied in the work
of repairing the damage done by the
armies of the generals. It is his brilliant
suecess as a business administrator in the
interests ¢f humanity that appeals to the
imagination.

This sort of thing has not happened
before after anyv great or little war in
which America was invelved. Andrew
Jackson, although he was elected to the
presidency long after the battle of New
Orleans, was regarded as a military hero.
So was Williem Henry Harrison. The
Mexican War made Zucharj. Taylor Pres-
ident. The Democrats attempted to elect
General MeClellan to the presidency on
his military record in 1864. At the next
election General Grant ran on the Repub.
the strength of his reputa-
tion as a s=oldler and was elected. Al-
though he had been a Democrat before
the war, the Republirans did not tumn
him down for that. They wanted a man
on horseback and tney took the biggest
one fn the country.

STRAWS IN THE OURRENT

H ar Mefhod’a in Peace

E WAS a discerning philosopher who

once wondered loudly nt the success with
which the devil uttzes the beautiful and
charming things of life in his business. In
the same mood one might wonder why, if
medical science ean be mobilized ns a highly
officient agency of disease prevention in war,
it ennnot be similarly organized for the ben-
ofit of society in thihes of peace.

Doctor Furbush belicves apparently that
it ¢an.
of the miracles that preventive medicine and
sanitary codes have performed under the
exacting administration of military organ-
izations. In naming an emergency commit-
tee of nble physicians, *‘zoning’’ the eity and
locating strategic points for the establish-
ment of epidemic hospitals in a possible erisis
he has made a highly intelligent approach
to n long-neglected task, The record of in-
fantile parnlysis, and the even more terrible
record of the influenza scourge, show how
necessary such precautionary methods are
and always have been.

A State Labor Party?

T 18 not surprising that the proposal for

nn independent labor party in Pennsyl-
vanin, now being voted upon by all trades
unfonists in the state, is causing what Rich-
urd V. Farley, himself a trades unionist, calls
“a wide divergence of labor opimion.'’

If labor men ever insist on organizing
{heir own party and paming their own
enndidates for the Legislature they will au-
tomaitically invite the organized opposition
of nll other political organizations. TLabor
will be wise if it continues to remuin an in-
depwendent foree and 4 balanee of power.

Those who would have the American trades
unions follow the example of the British
Labor party forget that the British are deal-
ing with & set of conditions vastly different
from fhose existing here; that their organi-
zations are far more ioclusive than the
American unions: that they are supported
by u considerable element of outside opinion
and that their leaders are far more experi-
enced in conservative politics than the rank
and file of labor Jeaders in the United States.

Must Public Schools Beg?
HAT is to be enid of a society that leaves
ite public schools to continue and sur-
vive by the mccidents of charity?

Becanse gchool teachers in Pittsburgh (as
elsewhere) are poorly paid and threaten to
strike, the Board of Fducation there may
initiate a drive for a great fund to provide
them with adequate salaries until the next
Logislature eon take setion. As such action
cantot well be taken inside of two years, the
amount to be ruiged will need to be in the
neighborliood of £5,000,000,

Iiven though the public has Lad its fll of
drives, there is strong probability that such
a campnign would be a suceess, It is gen-
erally conceded that the work the teachers
do is necessary to the well-being of the re-
publie, Tt is acknowledged that their calaries
nre pitifully small.  And the generously in-
clined may argne that they may just as well
coutribute their money  directly  through
contributions as indirectly through taxes.

Unquestionably such a drive, if snccessful,
wonld have a powerful effect on legislators,
There woull be uo hesitation about making
an adequate approprintion if the public had
«o strikingly registered its approval.

THE CHAFFING DISH

Notes for Smokers
AMES SHIELDS, the special bibliographer

attached to the staff of the Dish, has
been investigating for us the history and an-
tiquity of corncob pipes. We have always
inxisted upon the intelloctual and cultural
gavor of the corncob, and therefore we are
the more interested to note that the earliest
reference found by Mr. Shields is from the
Yale Literary Mugazine of 1850, viz. :

He was employed in whittling a corncob
bowl into a pipe.

The traditional custom of keeping cob pipes
on a mantelpiece over the fireplace (one of
the little clubs on Camac street has a fine
display of members' pipes rauked against the
chimney) is authenticated by the second al-
In the
Koickerhoeker Magazine, November, 1857,
he finds the following:

My taciturn host took a cob pipe down
from a shelf over the fireplace,

This pleages uy inordinately, as we have
alwayrs held that the corneob is an antidote
for excegsive talk, ]

James Shields also finds the corncob re-
ferred to in Harper's Magazine in 1884 and
1880, After that time references became fre-
quent.

The word ‘‘cob'’ as applied to the cylin-
drical core of the ear of corn dates, as far as
the New Enpglish Dictionary could learn,
from 1702,

On the third day of May, 1832, the King
of Prussin signed n decree permitting the
inhabitants of Berlin to smoke plpes In the
stroets and in the Thiergarten. Until then
thelr use in public was forbidden “out of
regiurd for public proprlety,” and the de-
linquent who was caught, pipe In mouth,
in any place outside his own homa or the
house of & friend was punished by & fine of
two thalers; if repented the offense wWas
explated by a term In prison,

We have long made it a rule never to fre-
quent, save on oeccasions of exceptionnl
splendor or unique hospitality, any tavern
where the smoking of our pipe is frowned
upon by the headwaiter,

Convineed ns we are that the lowest order
of smokers are those who use mothing but
cigars, the next lowest in degradation are
those who use pipes ornemented or carved
or disgustingly adorned, Of thess the Ger-
mang are the worst offenders. Mr. Shields
has discovered the heginning of the Germun
downfall in the following clipping :

The old Kalser Wilhelin, whose algars
were speclally made for him In Havana,
smoked nothing but a pipe when on his
hunting tripa.  The Emperor's plps was
guarded by mn Important functionary, It
wisg a fine plece of workmanship, dus to
the skill of & turner, who worked from au
pattern sketched by the Kulser's own
hands. In the center of the meerschaum
head of the pipe stood a black grouse of
chineled silver, perched, wings spread, on
& bough. On ths stem of the pipe was a
W formed from brilliant pebbles found In
the stomochs of grouse, The Kalser stuffed
Iig pipe with tobacco mixed with the sweet
leaves of certkin trees noted for theip
odors. The plpe gave ocut great clouds of
tragrant smoke.—larper's Weekly, 1510
